Tue last two numbers ofthe London and 
China Hepress have contained. the very 
exhaustive teport prepared by Mr Da- 
venport, one of the members of the Mis- 
sion to Yunnan, on the trading capabili- 
ties of the country traversed by the party 
from Hankow to Bhamo. Little or no 
reference is made in this report to the. 
political objects and.results of the Mis- 
sion ; these are left to Mr Grosvenor, 
the contents of whose report have been 
kept such a profound secret_up to the 
present moment. | 1t is-perfect-nonsense 
to say that the delay in the publication 
of this report has been necessitated by 
the preparation of a memorandum by 
Sir Thomas Wade. Twenty-four hours 
would be ample time for our late Miniater 
in China to concoct anything he had to 
say respecting both.the report and the 
Yunnan muddle generally ; while over 
half a year bas elapsed. since the signing 
of the Convention at Chefoo, and yet the 
public has not the slightest ides of: the 
grounds on which Sir Thomas Wade 
aoted. The new ports have been opened, 
and other provisions in the Convention 
have beon carried: into effect, but we 
know absolutely nothing, officially, of the 
resulta of that long and arduous journey 


to Yunnan-fu to find out who were the’ 


guilty parties in the murder of Mr Mar- 
gary, and to ascertain how far the pro- 
vincial and, possibly, the central govern- 
menta were the: instigators of the deed-= 
matters which should have formed the 
foundation of the British demands,:. Jt 
seems to.ud that the publication ofthe 
report “has been dolayed until the mo- 
mené arrives for the consideration of the 
‘Convention by the Government to avoid 
the comment and“ oriticism that would 
undoubtedly be.excited by the publica- 
tion of the document, Sir Thomas 
Wade may have reasons for suspecting 
that the Chefoo Convention would be 
received with even less favour then it 
has been were the report of Mr Grosye- 
nor published, In China the- publica 
tion of the report will most certainly 
give riss to a large amount of oritioiam 
and disctiasion, and. we may point out 
that comments appearing. in Ching news: 
papers on .Chineso subjects have far 
more influence-at Home than is gene:

This city was regarded by. the: early ‘Val 


Emperors of the present dynasty as a 
place politically. of the first importance, 
while it haa always been considered by 
Chinese as the key to this part of 
China.” . With the appearance of Ichang 
Mr Davenportwas much disappointed, It 
is situated on the left bank of the river, 
and its walls are about three miles in 
circumference, tolerably well filled with, 
for this part of China, a. well-to-do 
‘population, As compared with Shashih, 
-howéver, it is evidently a place of small 
commercial importance, as. was testified 
both by the quietaess of the streots and 
the comparative paucity of junka in the 
river. There is, nevertheless, nothing 
in ite situation to prevent its expansion 
when it becomes the -head of the steam 
navigation of the Yangteze. ; The Mission’ 
reached Chunking on the 20th Decem- 
ber, having accomplished the journey 
from Ichang, a distance of 360 miles, in 
twenty-eight days. On the 4th February 
the mission started on the land journey 
from Gan-pien to Yunnan-fu, which was 
reached on the 6th March. Lt was here 
that the investigation took place into the 
murder of Mr Margary, and it appears 
to. have extended over a considerable 
period, as the mission did'not leave the 
town until the 26th Marck. Mr Da- 
venport adds that great difficulty. was 
expericnoed by the mission in obtaining 
information on commercial_matters,’ in 
consequence of obstadles. thrown in the 
way by certain officials, Respectable 
traders were unwilling to give the price 


+ of the goods in their_own shops, while. 


the majority of the common people met: 
with were as ignorant of everything 
connected with the province as strangers 
might be expected tobe. In regard to, 
the. trade. of Yunnan Mr Davenport 
makea the following observations : 


Captain Cooke computes the-total value 
of the present trade, including beth roads, 
to amount, at a liberal estimate, to £250,000 
yearly, . This sum is simply ridiculous when 
we consider that, on the one part, there is 
the vast mineral wealth of Yunnan, and, on 
thejother, in addition to steam’ communica- 
tion with India and Europe, the great valley 
of the Irrawaddy equal in inherent powors- 
of production to the valleys of the. Nile or 
Euphrates, and which, from its incompar- 
able irrigation capabilities, would, if inhab- 
ited and cultivated, be probably the most 
productive valloy in the world.” 

Seeing that Yunnan has two crops of 
beans a-year, a prodigious supply of up- 
wards of one hundred different kinds. of 
medicines, and fungus of a superior quality, 
as also the most delicate tea in the ompire, 
‘growing over a very extensive range’ of 
mountains, opium, Tung oil, white insect 
wax, formerly exported largely.to. other 
provinces,. vegetable tallow, silk, and to- 
bacco, in addition to its enormous mineral 
wealth, while its roads, though steep and 
toilsome, are not, as in parts of the plains 
in China, often impassable. or founderous 
duting the summer rains, it would not be 
presumptuous. to predict, wero Bhamo 
situated on the sea-board, that the trade 
between ‘Butmah and Yunuaagn, « under- 
populated and ‘misgoverned as that province 
is, would speedily equal that carried on in 
foreign bottoms (exclusive of the large 
native junk trade) in such. small ports as: 
Kiukiang, .Chinkiang,. and ‘Ningpo,_ viz, 
£3,000,000 sterling and upwards-per annum 
in total value. Unfortunately the rates of 
freight on the Irrawadi are excessively 
high; the trade is at present a monopoly 
in the hands of the moat powerful persons 
in the two respective countries; while’ the 
British merchant would not be able to avail 
himself in Burmah of the privilege of extra: 
territoriality which he enjoys in China.
